Beastly conditions

Doctors have warned the “Beast from 
the East” weather phenomenon could 
have “dramatic effects on everyday 
life” and schools have been facing clo¬ 
sure while others have been enjoying 
the snow and sharing stunning photos. 

The Met Office has issued a yellow 
weather warning for Epsom through 
to Saturday March 3 - there is a 50 per 
cent chance of further snow and tem¬ 
peratures could drop to -6C, though 
forecasters have warned it could feel 
much colder. 

Dr Ruth Charlton, joint medical di¬ 
rector at Epsom & St Helier, said: “Al¬ 
though winter weather and snow can 
be fun, the cold weather can have an 
impact on people’s health and is often 
associated with an increase in illness¬ 
es and injuries. 

“It can also be a challenging season 
for people with heart or respiratory 
problems as symptoms may worsen 
during a cold spell and for several days 
afterwards. 

“Severe cold snaps can have dramat¬ 
ic effects on everyday life, especially 
for those people who are already vul¬ 
nerable because of their age, illness or 
disability” 

Roads across the area have been grit¬ 
ted while Epsom and Ewell Council 
also gritted pavements around schools 
and in high foot traffic areas, primar¬ 
ily around the main shopping areas. 


Both Blenheim and The Beacon 
schools were open as usual on Wednes¬ 
day but their websites crashed as par¬ 
ents checked for updates while Glyn 
School told pupils they didn’t need to 
arrive until 9am to allow extra time 
for them to get to lessons. At Rosebery 
School, after school events were can¬ 
celled and pupils urged to wear warm 
clothing. 

Epsom and Ewell Council has enact¬ 
ed its cold weather protocol to protect 
rough sleepers in the borough with all 
offered shelter. 

Because of the weather warning, 
the Meals at Home (meals on wheels) 
service gave out an extra frozen meal 
to its customers just in case of disrup¬ 
tion. 

The top level of The Ashley Centre 
car park was closed on Wednesday due 
to snow and ice. 

Bin collections are anticipated to 
still run, but the council advised they 
might be ‘slower than normal’ due to 
workers ‘taking extra care on both 
roads and pavements’. 

The Met Office website added: 

“Through Friday evening ice may 
form on untreated road and pave¬ 
ments, particularly across southern 
England and parts of South Wales. 

“Delays and cancellations to public 
transport are possible, as are delays 
to travel on roads; some stranding of 
vehicles and passengers could also oc¬ 
cur. 

“Some rural communities could be¬ 
come cut off. Interruptions to power 
supplies and mobile phone coverage

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Demand for 
food banks 
on the rise 



Food bank use in Surrey more than doubled 
in five years, according to a new report. 

Green Party MEP Keith Taylor has 
published Escalating Hunger in the South 
East, examining the rise in food bank use 
between 2013 and 2017 in nine counties. 

In Surrey, the wealthiest county in the 
region, use increased by 123.49 per cent 
- more than double the rise in any of the 
other counties, and six times the average of 
19.9 per cent. 

In 2013, Surrey had 6,787 people used 
food banks, rising to 15,168 in 2017. 

Low income was the biggest reason for 
people seeking emergency food aid in the 
UK last year. 

Mr Taylor said in the report that 
although unemployment figures are going 
down, work is becoming less secure and 
with worse pay, forcing people to rely on 
charity. 

He called food banks “a shameful side of 
the British economy”.

Widower helps 
raise £33k funds

A Banstead widower who has 
raised more than £33,000 for 
brain tumour research has spo¬ 
ken of how unprepared he felt 
for disease that took his wife’s 
mind as well as her life. 

David Thomas, 63, lost his wife 
Sue in December 2015. She was 
57 when she died, having been di¬ 
agnosed with an aggressive glio¬ 
blastoma multiforme tumour 
which was so deep in her brain 
that surgery wasn’t possible. Sue 
underwent chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy treatment but, in 
the end, nothing could save her. 

David said: “Sue loved life 
and lived it to the full - she was 
a wonderful wife and mother, an 
amazing career woman and a 
committed Christian. 

“Brain tumours take every bit 
of you, everything shuts down. 
Doctors don’t prepare you for 
this, probably because they are 
trying to protect you. 

“The tumour took away Sue’s 
body and mind and part of her 
personality. It affected her whole 
being. She couldn’t talk or even 
express how she was feeling. 

“In the last few weeks the only 
way I could tell how Sue was feel¬ 
ing was by looking into her eyes 
- that was our connection, and

how we expressed our love.” 

Shocked there was so little 
treatment available to Sue, Da¬ 
vid - along with the couple’s 
daughters Rachael Thomas and 
Holly Still, and her husband 
Lewis - set up The Song for Sue 
Foundation under the umbrella 
of national charity, Brain Tu¬ 
mour Research. 

The Song for Sue Foundation 
raised about £33,000, including 
£14,500 from a dinner dance back 
in November, held at Surrey 
Downs Golf Club in Kingswood, 
around the second anniversary 
of Sue’s death. 

This year they worked once 


again with Brain Tumour Re¬ 
search to support Wear A Hat 
Day with an event on February 
24 at Merland Drive Church in 
Tadworth, which raised more 
than £1,000. 

They asked supporters to 
wear a hat in memory of Sue 
and others affected by brain tu¬ 
mours, in return for a range of 
cakes and hot drinks. There was 
also a raffle and charity mer¬ 
chandise to buy, including hat 
pin badges.

Health and safety constraints 


When I joined the London Fire 
Brigade it was a requirement to 
have served in the military, 
preferably the Royal Navy. 
There was no health and safety 
in those days and no safety 
devices were used in our drills; 
for instance when carrying 
your crewmate down an escape 
ladder or lowering by line. 

One incident during my 
training at Lambeth stands out. 
Our instructor detailed me to 
scale the drill tower to the 
seventh floor by hook ladder, as 
it was my first time he 
laughingly handed me two 
sheets of toilet paper, thanks 
Sub I said as I tucked them into 
my fire tunic. 

Some days later we were 
doing hook ladder drill at 
Southwark, when one lad, 
having hooked on, slipped his 
footing as he let go his hold 
ready to receive the upcoming 


ladder, with both hands there 
was only one outcome. He was 
left dangling, hooked by the 
high tensile ring of his hook 
ladder. Fearing the worst our 
instructor bent over and 
clasped his chest, obviously 
shaken. Seizing the opportunity 
and realising I still had the 
toilet paper, I stepped out of 
line and promptly placed it 
where it might be needed. 
Unfortunately, with all the 
squad laughing our instructor 
failed to see the joke. 

During my 14 years’ service 
in the 1960s and early 70s at 
least 12 firemen were killed 
firefighting but, to a man, we 
thought it would happen to 
others; I suppose like the 
military, fishermen and coal 
miners we accepted the risk, 
and took a certain satisfaction 
knowing we worked in a 
dangerous job. In fact we 


enjoyed the risks. 

In those days central heating 
was not common, soft furniture 
and bedding was highly 
flammable, usually foam or 
horsehair, heating was mostly 
by unsafe portable paraffin 
stoves. Fires and fatalities were 
numerous but many lives were 
also saved. 

Over the last 35 years or so 
compliance with Risk 
Assessment has, in my opinion, 
severely restricted firefighters’ 
ability to fight fires in the way 
they might wish. I have heard 
today’s firemen openly express 
their frustration at being 
withdrawn just as they are 
getting the fire under control. 
Yes, the number of firemen 
dying had to be reduced but 
there should have been a 
balance, you cannot fight fires 
and save lives without 
accepting risk. This 


requirement leads to crews 
being withdrawn too early by 
some officers in charge who fear 
being prosecuted should things 
go wrong. 

I should add, given the 
circumstances fire crews faced 
on arrival at the Grenfell Tower 
fire no fire brigade could have 
done more. 

I am afraid the old methods 
of firefighting have gone 
forever, getting in and staying 
in fires held at six pumps or less 
is now deemed too risky. 

The great God of Risk 
Assessment has won the day. 
Unless things change we must 
accept the occasional loss of a 
well-loved building or national 
treasure. 

I left the brigade to become a 
fire officer for a national 
company and retired in 2000.

I asked my source if this could 
possibly have been done ironically 
to make her point so she could 
then go on and discuss the wider 
issues. I am assured this was not 
the case and anyway, the force of 
the attack didn’t give her an op¬ 
portunity to respond. 

No matter how hard she tried to 
make herself heard the anger cre¬ 
ated within her audience meant 
her subordinates refused to give 
her a chance. After 15 minutes of 
screaming between 45 or so wom¬ 
en the director ran out and the 
rest of the meeting fell into chaos. 


I am reliably informed seven 
cases have now been registered 
with human resources. This has to 
be the most spectacular instance 
of good intentions backfiring. 

But should simply being ad¬ 
dressed as “ladies” have led to 
such a reaction and would it have 
led to a similar reaction if the 
meeting had been on a different 
subject and the audience been a 
mixture of men and women ad¬ 
dressed as ladies and gentlemen? 

I reckon none of us should get 
het up about the use of any words. 
The fact is, the root problem has 
nothing to do with specific words 
and everything to do with the 
intent behind the words. 

All manner of abusive words 
are used in everyday parlance 
and go unquestioned as it is ac¬ 


cepted they are not intended to be 
derogatory. 

If you are lucky enough to visit 
Derbyshire the residents will ad¬ 
dress you as “m’duck” - it doesn’t 
matter whether you are male or 
female, the greeting will be the 
same. No offence is meant, and I 
argue, none should be taken. 

I’ve said before I wholehearted¬ 
ly support the”Me Too” and Time’s 
Up campaign but encouraging an 
hysterical over-reaction will not 
only not take either campaign for¬ 
ward, it will be counter-productive.

Naomi raises environmental concerns at Plough Pond

A young girl is pleading for people to 
take better care of Plough Pond in Old 
Malden, and has drawn a poster to high¬ 
light its importance to wildlife. 

Seven-year-old Naomi Hilton-Brown 
became upset when she saw the amount 
of litter in the pond while walking past 
with her grandmother who lives nearby. 

Mum Steph Hilton, who lives in Tol- 
worth, said: “She was really quite upset 
with the rubbish there, and when she 
got back to my mum’s she took it upon 
herself to draw the poster.” 

The poster reads: “Don’t pollute the 
pond, because you are forcing the ani¬ 
mals that live there to evacuate and find 
a new home. Take your rubbish home 
with you or find your nearest local bin. 

“If you see anyone doing that, say 
‘don’t do that’, and point them to a bin. 

“Make this pond cleaner so animals 
can live there. From Naomi - age seven 
and eleven twelfths.” 

Ms Hilton said: “She is quite consci¬ 
entious, and she cares about animals. 
She was worried that if people keep 
putting rubbish there then the animals 


wouldn’t have a place to live. 

“When talking about the animals she 
said they were having to ‘evacuate’ the 
pond - strong but cute words for a sev¬ 
en-year-old.” 

A clean-up effort is planned for the 
pond in March, and Naomi is planning 
to go and lend a hand. 

Ms Hilton said: “I told her that other 
people cared as well, and she said that 
she’d like to help.” 

A group of residents will go out to 
pick litter and clear the vegetation 
bordering Plough Green - after a nest 
inspection to ensure no wild birds are 
disturbed. 

Organiser Chris Newman said: “The 
idea is we want to try to turn it into 
something the community can feel 
proud of. We want the community to be 


involved as much as possible. 

“We don’t get much feedback on how 
much people care about the pond - es¬ 
pecially younger people. It’s nice to see 
that they take notice and feel owner¬ 
ship and want to see it maintained and 
respected. 

“And to see her put so much effort 
into the poster was great. It’s really 
nice to see.” 

The tidy-up group will meet at the 
Plough Green at 12pm on Saturday, 
March 10.

A housing association has 
launched an investigation after 
staff were allegedly “unwilling” 
to help an elderly lady left lying 
on living room floor “in a terri¬ 
ble state”. 

Charlie Shakespeare decided 
to visit his 85-year-old grand¬ 
mother, Maureen Dabney, at 
her home in Worcester Park’s 
Knight House - one of Croydon 
Churches Housing Association’s 
sheltered accommodation flats - 
on February 9. 

Mrs Dabney had been recover¬ 
ing from a round of radiother¬ 
apy to treat her ongoing battle 
with lung cancer and when her 
grandson couldn’t get in touch 
earlier that day, he wasn’t too 
worried. 

“I had been calling her since 
9am, but she had not answered 
the phone,” he said. 

“Her sleeping pattern has be¬ 
come sporadic since her treat¬ 
ment began, so initially I wasn’t 
concerned. 

“However when I still couldn’t 
get a reply at 2pm I decided to 
leave work early and pay her a 
visit.” 

Upon arrival he began bang¬ 
ing on the door and he said he 
heard her cry out for help. 

He then started to worry that 
she had fallen over and couldn’t

get back up. 

Mr Shakespeare said he tried 
calling the site manager for 
help, and after a third time, got 
through to someone. 

It was then suggested that the 
family could use a key which 
was kept in a safe to open the 
door. 

Mr Shakespeare said he was 
forced to break into the safe with 
a wheelie bin- and then discov¬ 
ered the key did not fit. 

When he tried ringing the 
staff again, Mr Shakespeare 
said he was met with a “lecture” 
about how he “shouldn’t have 
broken into the safe.” 

At this point Mr Shakespeare 
decided to call the police. 

“Because of Churches’ lack of 
support and care we had to use 
the time of eight police officers,” 
he said. They broke down the 
door. We found my nan laying in 
the living room (during the cha¬ 
os outside she had crawled from 
her bedroom to the living room) 
and in a bad state.” 

While Mrs Dabney was be¬ 
ing seen to by paramedics, Mr 
Shakespeare said they heard a 
voice on her call system. 


He said: “One of the employ¬ 
ees wanted to know about the 
safe I had broken. 

“My sister went outside and 
calmly said ‘my nan is on the 
floor, paramedics are seeing to 
her, the police are here, so we 
can’t talk right now’. 

“The lady was persistent.” 

Eventually a police officer had 
to go outside and explain the 
situation, something Mr Shake¬ 
speare said the CCHA staff 
member should be “ashamed” 
for. 

CCHA chief executive Tracy 
Cullen said the housing associa¬ 
tion was extremely sorry for any 
distress caused to the family 

She said: “We have launched 
our own internal investigation 
with Centra who operate our 
warden call systems to establish 
if there are any lessons to be 
learnt. 

“Centra is responsible for 
speaking to residents and call¬ 
ing next of kin, or emergency 
services, when necessary 

“All of our older persons ser¬ 
vices are for residents who are 
able to live independently. 

“There are no wardens on 
site, but in recognition this is a 
service for older people, there 
is support provided including a 
weekly call and all accommoda¬ 
tion has warden call systems. 

“We have strict protocols in 
place to ensure the security of 
our residents. Centra staff are 
also trained to respond promptly 
to any concerns about the safety 
and wellbeing of residents.”

Stephen, you wrote the play following a visit to your 
grandmother - can you tell us more about what 
inspired you and why? I was very close to my 
grandmother and it was a visit towards the end 
of her life the made me write the play. I found 
her in the geriatric day-room of a 
Birmingham hospital, abandoned at a table 
with a bowl of cold, set porridge in front of 
her. It took an age for her to realise who I 
was but the look she then gave me said it 
all - she knew exactly what was happening 
to her and was powerless to do anything 
about it. Everyone talks about the quality of life 
I wrote the play to address that final taboo - 
the quality of death. 

You started as an actor then 
went into writing - why that 
leap? And what do you most 
like about writing or miss 
about acting? It was much 
easier to get into acting. I had 
always written, but it was a 
private thing and I could 
never say, ‘I’m going to be a 
writer.’ I was lucky enough to 
get into RADA and at that time 
you could then go in to Rep 
and continue learning your 
craft. Years later I was at The 
Crucible Theatre in Sheffield and 
they needed a play, so I wrote 
one! I won a Thames Television 
Award to become Resident Writer, 
with that comes the chance to write 
a play for television and I was on my 
way. I don’t miss acting. I now know 
what a good actor is - and I wasn’t 
that good! The only loss with being a 
writer is that you are always on the 
outside - with this play thankfully it 
has been a wonderful experience. 

It’s a brilliant cast and to see them 
inhabit these complex characters is 
like magic. 

How much of your family is in the 
characters? There’s a lot of my 
wider family in the play. I have to say 
that I wasn’t always conscious of that 
when I was writing it, but when family 
saw the play they would say, ‘Oh 
that’s so and so...’ and I couldn’t deny 
there were elements of that person, 
but that was never the point or 
intention and some characters were 
definitely not family. 

Even if treated with humour, some 
scenes in the play are quite 
shocking/raw - why did you decide 
to include them? It’s not that I made 
a decision to include or exclude 
anything. The play is character driven 
and it’s the relationships that provoke 
the situations in the play. You put 
these people in a room together with 
the history that they share and this is 
what happens. All I have to do is be 
true to the characters I create. 

What do you think the audience will 
take away from the production? 

When the play was on before in both 
London and New York, I would sit 
anonymously in the bar at the interval 
and I was heartened by the lack of the 
usual conversations about where 
people have seen such and such an 
actor before. Instead everyone was 
talking about the subject matter of the 
play. I hope today’s audience will 
similarly go home wanting to talk about 
something that will affect every family 
in the land. They should also, bizarrely, 
have had a good laugh - and hopefully 
feel all the better for it. 

Leo, how has it been working with 
your dad? Is this the first time? 

Yeah it’s been amazing to be able to 



do that. It’s such a once in a blue moon 
event, I simply couldn’t pass that up. I 
was in a TV show he wrote once for the 
BBC called Broke but I was 8 or 9 
maybe. 

What is your relationship with the 
play? Growing up it was very prevalent 
in our lives. I was 7 when it went on and 
later we had the Finnish or Norwegian 
poster on our landing. We went to New 
York when I was a kid when dad 
advised on a production the New 
Group did off Broadway. So it’s always 
been quite present. 


How would you describe your role 
and how did you approach it? Have 
you discussed it with your dad? 

Michael isn’t a doer. He talks it up but 
he’s incredibly lazy, emotionally 
immature and pretty lost deep down. Of 
course we talked about it but I’ve been 
left to find it myself too. 

How much of your own family do you 
see in the characters? I see them 
pretty clearly to be honest (not sure 
how my Dad would answer this!?). 

There are traits in characters I 
recognise very clearly in family 


members which is kind of insane to be 
living with on stage. It’s like a perverse 
version of The Truman Show! 

And what has it been like in the 
rehearsal room, working with 
Lindsay and the other actors? Great. 
It’s a room of smart, talented, sensitive 
and emotionally intelligent people. 

A play about assisted suicide is not 
an easy play, how did you approach 
it? Like any play. It’s about people. 
Whether about this or love or money or 
whatever... it’s always still about people. 
Have you ever thought about writing

RED SPARROW (15): Jennifer Lawrence gives all 
of herself - physically and emotionally - to the de¬ 
manding title role of this white-knuckle espionage 
thriller torn from the pages of Jason Matthews’ 
award-winning novel, about an injured prima bal¬ 
lerina, who is conscripted into an elite Russian 
spy programme under the auspices of patriotism 
The Oscar winner exposes every inch of her body 
in scenes of masterful seduction and sickening 
subjugation, including multiple sexual assaults 
and stomach-churning bouts of torture. It’s cer¬ 
tainly not a film for the squeamish - the camera 
lingers on the aftermath of snapped bones and 
one sadistic sequence involving a skin grafting 
device is the stuff of nightmares. Lawrence weath¬ 
ers these bone-crunching blows, then shatters 
her character’s soul to smithereens when she 
thinks no one is looking, in the service of a tightly 
woven narrative, threaded with betrayal and dar¬ 
ing double-crosses. Unravelling the mysteries of 
director Francis Lawrence’s puzzle picture is a 
nail-biting treat. 

GAME NIGHT (15): Trivial pursuits escalate into 
life-or-death gambles in a rollicking comedy thrill¬ 
er co-directed by Jonathan Goldstein and John 
Francis Daley, which is funnier and smarter than 
it initially lets on. Game Night deals us a win¬ 
ning hand full of likeable characters, uproarious 
set-pieces and snappy dialogue laden with pop 
culture references. Screenwriter Mark Perez or¬ 
chestrates a madcap murder mystery in sleepy 
American suburbia, where middle-class couples 
congregate to play competitive charades and 
Scrabble while swigging glasses of chardonnay 
and tucking into a cheese board. Max (Jason 
Bateman) and his wife Annie (Rachel McAdams) 
organise one such gathering and are horrified 
when Max’s flashy, older brother Brooks (Kyle 
Chandler) is kidnapped for real during the soiree. 
The subsequent race against time whirls violently 
from slapstick to turbo-charged action via heart¬ 
felt confessional. 


LADY BIRD (15): Indie actress Greta Gerwig’s 
magnificent directorial debut is a sublime com- 
ing-of-age comedy drama set at the turn of 21st 
century Sacramento. Although Lady Bird is not 
strictly autobiographical, Gerwig draws on fond 
memories of her Californian hometown for a beau¬ 
tifully observed valentine to mother-daughter rela¬ 
tionships and youthful exuberance, infused with 
unabashed warmth for her well-drawn characters. 
The writer-director has a sharp ear for the ebb 
and flow of pithy conversations and she has at¬ 
tracted a stellar cast led by Oscar nominees 
Saoirse Ronan and Laurie Metcalf as the spunky 
title character and her hard-working mother, who 
generate friction every time they are in close 
proximity. Lady Bird is a near-perfect confluence 
of direction, writing and performance. Being in¬ 
credibly picky, there are several instances when 
Ronan’s accent falters and her melodic Irish lilt 
comes through loud and clear, which momentarily 
breaks the gently intoxicating spell cast by Ger¬ 
wig’s film. 

I, TONYA (15): According to a title card at the 
beginning of Craig Gillespie’s blackly humorous 
biopic, I, Tonya is based on “irony free, wildly 
contradictory, totally true interviews” with US 
figure skating champion Tonya Harding and her 
ex-husband Jeff Gillooly. The film illuminates a 
grubby episode in sporting history - the 1994 at¬ 
tack on skater Nancy Kerrigan - with consider¬ 
able aplomb. Screenwriter Steven Rogers invites 
the deeply flawed protagonists to talk directly to 
camera, offering contradictory and overlapping 
testimonies that make sense of the chain of events 
that led to Harding’s ban from competitive skating. 
Margot Robbie inhabits the title role with fearless¬ 
ness and ferocity, tossing out expletives as if her 
life depended upon it as Harding suffers griev¬ 
ously at the hands of those closest to her. Sebas¬ 
tian Stan oozes slippery charm as the man who 
walks Tonya down the aisle and exerts his marital 
“right” to lay his hands on her in anger. Whether 


we believe Tonya or not, she recounts a cracking 
yarn of triumph against adversity. 

FINDING YOUR FEET (12A): A well-to-do wife 
learns that being a free woman is better than 
being a kept lady in Richard Loncraine’s frothy 
comedy drama, which is choreographed to ap¬ 
peal to mature audiences who checked into The 
Best Exotic Marigold Hotel. Finding Your Feet 
isn’t on a par with that feelgood octogenarian od¬ 
yssey and screenwriters Meg Leonard and Nick 
Moorcroft struggle to add depth to the two-dimen¬ 
sional characters and a flimsy plot that repeatedly 
tangos towards aching predictability. Thankfully, 
Loncraine has attracted a stellar British cast to 
flesh out the roles and they elevate mediocre ma¬ 
terial drizzled in mawkish sentimentality. Oscar 
nominee Imelda Staunton brings a touching vul¬ 
nerability to her haughty lady of the manor, who 
may never take control of her life because she is 
so engrossed in everyone else’s. She catalyses 
warm on-screen chemistry with Celia Imrie as her 
carefree older sister, who seems to have a cheesy 


mantra for every occasion. 

THE SHAPE OF WATER (15): Mexican filmmaker 
Guillermo del Toro recaptures the visual splen¬ 
dour and simmering menace of his Oscar-winning 
2006 fantasy Pan’s Labyrinth with a swoon-induc¬ 
ing reimagining of the Beauty And The Beast fairy 
tale set in 1962 Baltimore. The Shape Of Water is 
a gorgeous, erotically charged love story, which 
empowers its richly drawn female characters to 
drive forward a tightly wound narrative and defeat 
prejudice in its myriad ugly forms. The script, co¬ 
written by del Toro and Vanessa Taylor, doesn’t 
sugarcoat the central romance between a mute 
cleaning lady (Sally Hawkins) and a carnivorous 
merman (Doug Jones). Carnal desires of the spir¬ 
ited heroine are laid delightfully bare and lustrous 
period detail evokes an era of suffocating Cold 
War paranoia with aplomb. Hawkins is luminous 
and heartbreaking, speaking volumes without say¬ 
ing a word - save for a musical fantasy sequence 
that choreographs a romantic pas de deux remi¬ 
niscent of yesteryear’s La La Land.
